A Wise compronisi. 

N'o niio can blame those members 
of tbe general conncll who 'aad the 
courage to bold oot against praclpi- 
tata ratUleaUon of the police profram 
arbttrarllr auppad ont tty tha board 
Of pallee and Hn eommlaaioneni. 
Tka majority of the general conncll 
felt the la«b of the parry wnlp, bin in 
their hearts they must luive ielK>lled 
at the exi'cu;ive dictation apparent 
In the way the budget scneme was 
froaaated to them. There are two 
polnta In the coatrorerty that dial- 
lenga attention. Tba flrtt wai tka 
action of the Kentncky general as- 
■ambly In Infringing on the right ot 
Padaoah to attend to her own local 
aflhirt. When the gonor.ii council 
had Heen flt to tlx tlic j><)li(>' fone at 
a certain numerical strength which 
waa deemed saOcient to patrol the 
city, but not for election day pur- 
peaeg, the police and fire commtaaion- 
ara haataaed to rraaktort and taear- 
ad the p a aia g a of a partisan meaanre 
aatabltaking the minimum number In 
Paducah at SO men. The general 
council ilKhlly consiacrs that tlio rep- 
resentatives of the cidzpns of Padu- 
cah rather than the representatives 
from countiei Mattered over a dlai- 
ance of knadreda of milea from Pa- 
dacah, are able to Judge bow many 
policemen are necaaaary, eapecially 
atace Padncah people, and not the 
ettiiens of the state at larprc, have 
to foot the bill. Bin this was not 
en<tHKh. Having tnls amendment In 
the charter the board of police and 
Are commissioners impudently In- 
creased the police force without 
waiting for the incoming general 
conncll to paaa tha preliminary maai- 
ure glTlng aanctlon to the board'a In* 
tention. The board t'aen presented Its 
estimate of the amount nixessary for 
salaries for the augmented force.and 
followed it with the declaration, that 
although the general council might 
decldo not to appropriate tiiat 
amount, the board would ka^ the 
fall complement of men on duty un- 
til the money gave out and thaa 
"leave Padncah without police pro- 
tection" until the end of the >ear. 
There was elTiniitery far you! Padu- 
cah cltizcn.s mi)?iit go without protec- 
tion, because the general council did 
not acquiesce in the arbitrary man- 
date of t3M police commisalonera. 
The ganaral council to veated with 
esoloBlTe authority to raise revenue, 
to determine how much to apportion 
' mds, and yet. if a department may 
.n( ur obligations and then put it up 
tiiiis tirazenly to the general council 
to acquiesce or let the people take 
the consequences, the execntlTO de- 
partment to accorded ultimata pow- 
er to ooeree tha legtoUtlve depart- 
ment in to recording Ita will. 

We arc glad a compromise was 
reached, 'niaii-e we naiiirally sym- 
pathize «i h tlie pnlicemen !n their 
predlcaiiiei.t Tine, they didn't need 
to apply for tbelr poalllons, but the 
jKMltlont were open, they did apply 



aad tkay haTe been worklns. Any 
holdfag up ot the funda would only 
injure them and iheir famillaa.

council, who bO gallantly stuck to Ine 
rights and prerogatives of the peo- 
ple's represeatativos in the legisla- 
tive department, exhiibited great dis- 
cretion In agreeing to a compromise.
